rest followed the return of Prosecutor 
Harry H. Hilgeraan and Deputy PPI.IC- 
cutor Stephen A. Ciiilahan from Van 
Wert Tuesday night, where they oh- 
tained evidence that they believed ful- 
ly warranted arrest ing the Fort Wayne 
midwife. 


The operation is alleged to have been 


performed in the attic of Mrs. Wesoel's 
\Vclls street, place last Tuesday. Mrs. 
McClue 
was 
taken violently ill late 


Wednesday night, vtig prostrated short- 
ly afterward br a premature delivery 
and by 8 o'clock Thursday morning was 
dead. 
Her first visit to Mr?. Wt-ssel 


is said to have been on Thursday. Feb- 
ruary 12, at which time arrangements 
for the operation arc alleged to have 
been made, and returned Tuesday and 
submitted herself to the hands of the 
midwife. 


Mrs. McClure made an ante-mortem 


t .tcment at Van Wert and it is cor- 
roborated by Homer McClure. husband 
of the slain woman. Mr??. \Vcssel is di- 
rectly charged by both with having per- 
formed the operation. 
McClure says 


Mrs. Wessel demanded $20 for the oper- 
ation, but 
that 
Mrs. McCInro com- 


pounded a settlement by giving the 
midwife $14 and a gold bracelet. 


The bracelet was found iu tho posses- 


sion of Mrs. Wessel at the time of her 
arrest. 
She explained that coincidence 


by relating that Friday of last week 
she took in from the street a sick wom- 
an who was paasiryr and performed some 
little offices of kindness for her.

says that on Tuesday the same woman, 
accompanied by her husbaud and small 
child, came back and stated they had 
been looking at a vacant house in the 
neighborhood.

Only witnesses and prison officials vere 


allowed to enter the death chamber where 
tlio men were electrocuted. Kach of the 
prisoners wan pronounced dead eight 
minutes after the. current had been, 
turned on. and prison officials pay there 
was no hitch in the program and that the 
condemned men met their death calmly. 


Children Visit Chirka. 


Kdith, 12 years old: Mary,8, and Feli.x, 


5. children of Chirka, paid him a final 
visit yesterday. They were brought here 
by Mrs. Gabriel Todc, who lives near 
Gary and who has custody of the two 
younger children. 


The greeting between the condemned 


parent and the children wag" extremely 
affectionate, it was said, aud very affect- 
ing. During the time that they remained 
at the prison the 
murderer of their 


mother talked to the children gently, but 
it wa« not until the children started to 
depart and the baby son begged his papa 
to return home with them that the slayor 
broke down and cried. When the two 
older children emerged from the prison 
they were weeping- Tbe interview lasted 
fifteen minutes.

Harry Rasico also had a. visitor. It was

ported that the man was perfectly sane. 
His plea of guilty and sentence followed. 


The Chirka Crime. 


The crime for which John Chirka, of 


Indiana Harbor, was electrocuted, was 
the murder of his wife on the morning of 
Hay 15 last. He was arrested half an 
hour after the crime and in September 
wa.s tried in the Lake circuit court at 
Crown Point. 


His attorneys, confident of his acquittal 


on the grounds of insanity, rejected an 
offer of life imprisonment for Chirka If 
he would plead guilty. After a trial of 
four days the. jury, on September 17, rv^ 
turned a verdict of guilty and fixed the 
p-jnalty at deatl). 


Ten days later Judge W. C. MeMahan, 


in accordance with the jury's verdict, 
sentenced Chirka. The result of the trial 
came .IK s surprise not only to the attor- 
neys for the defense,, but to the prose- 
cuting attorney.

Daughter Elopes After Murder. 


Following the murder of their mother 


the eldest daughter of the Chirkas, a girl 
of about 16. eloped to Ohio, where she 
was deserted by her husband following 
the birth of a baby. A Greek family at 
Indiana Harbor adopted tho second girl, 
12 years old, and a well-to-do Koumauian 
farmer living south of Gary gave a home 
to the youngest two children, Mary and 
F'Oi.v. Mary, who in about 8 years old, 
goes to school in Gary ami sho wrote 
several letters to Hovcrnor Raleton ask- 
ing that her father's lifo be, spared. 


Many pcoplo in and around Indiana 


Harbor, beaded liy UCT. Father Felix 
Serocyznyski, have tried to have Chirka's 


niencc commuted to life imprisonment 


as they believed he hail been deranged 
for more than four years, Imt the gov- 
ernor refused to interfere.

iifter the lapse of several years, the state of Indiana 
again exacted the death penalty for murder. 
Two 


•wife-slayers have Just been sent to death in the ol^tric 
•chair at the Michigan City prison in expiation of particu- 
larly atrocious crimes, in the revolting details of which 
there appears to have been not a single mitigating cir 
fcranstance, unless it was the plea of mental derangement 
eet up for one of the men, but which the jury declined to 
accept as well-founded. 


In the one case the prisoner, admitting his guilt 


freely, manifested -no sign of remorse. From the horn 
when he fired the shots that killed his wife and his baby 
son, down through the long months of trial and legal de- 
lay while he occupied his prison cell, reflection brought to 
his soul neither regret nor repentance. No uttered word 
of the man indicated the slightest mellowing of the hard- 
ened criminal stoicism that enabled this man to take the 
lives of wife and babe without a qualm of conscience. In 
tho case of the other, his attorneys, so confident <jf ac- 
quittal on the grounds of insanity, once rejected an offer 
of life imprisonment for the man if he would enter a plea 
of guilty. It was shown that he was under the influence 
of liquor when, after a stormy married life, he fired the 
Shot which killed his wife. 


So much for the individual* cases. The infliction of 


capital punishment is inevitably revolting to contemplate. 
There is, too, a wide and still growing objection to it from 
'conscientious scruples, It is no trivial thing to exact 
human life as punishment, but it has the sanction of law 
in Indiana, and we believe tho infliction of the death pen- 
alty in these instances wil lhavo a salutary effect as a 
protection to society in that it may act as a deterrent to 
others of similarly murderous impulses. The impression 
that in this state the murderer need at worst fear only 
imprisonment, with chances for ultimate parole or pardon 
excellent, constitutes little or no check against the passion 
to slay. 
And that impression seems to have gotten a 


secure hold upon the public mind in this state which the 
distressing double execution at Michigan City will do 
nrach to dislodge. 


The value of the "Safety First" movement, now be- 


ing set forth in Fort Wayne in a series of public meetings 
with illlstrated lectures and pictured warnings of the man- 
tier in which a large percentage of accidents occur, is 
worthy the most serious attention. It should enlist the 
liveliest interest of men, women and children alike. The 
crusade is taking hold over the entire country in a man- 
ner that cannot fail to be beneficial in safeguarding human 
life and limb against the mishaps that are'especially pecu- 
liar to city environment with its congested traffic and its 
predisposition to hasto. 


Congressman Manahan, of Minnesota, is placing re-

Golden Text—"Every one who shall 


confess ma before men, him shall the 
Son of Man also confess 
before 
the 


Angels of God." 
Luke 12:8, R. V. 


Leaven is a good thing, for by use of it 


we obtain our healthful "light bread." 
Why then should Jesus eay to his dis- 
ciples: "Beware yn of tho leaven of tho 
Pharisees!" Plainly they had a very bad 
sort of leaven. It was not leaven at all 
in th* sense we are used to consider it, 
M yeast. And yet it was the sort of 
thing which had » puffing effect.

l«aren of the Pharisees was not used for 
bread-making, but for character-making; 
it wa» a combination of conceit and de- 
ceit. It raised the Pharisees lu their own 
estimation, and made them 
seem 
to 


others Ha wonderful examples of ben- 
evolence »nd godliness. 
Sometimes our 


light bread h»s holes in it, caused bv 
rapid rising. Tho Pharisee character wall 
fun of rent* because of tho strain of do 
ing good to be seen of men. Their whole 
d«MT« WM not to be good, but to «e<»m 
nod. 
Pharisaism was so hated bj 


Jtsxu that h« was almost constantly 
pruu'lung vat against it 
On the occa- 


sion which «• are now studying, when 
h« wan giving a charge to his disciples, 
he spoke of tie Pharisee* as the worst 
type of nranlerers—as those who hue 
power to destror the sonls of men. (Luke 
12i4-5.) 


One of the best rules of modern peda- 


gogy is: "Proceed from tn» concrete to 
the abstract, from the simple to thn com 
p]*x." Jans taught according to this 
principle more than nineteen 
hundred 


y«*r» ago. He did it because he was the, 
dirine Teacher, tho all-wise Teacher. 
When he desired to teach his disciples 
about faith, he began with the sparrows, 
saying: "Not ono of them Is forgotten 
in the sight of God." And then Jesus 
naked the question: "Are ye not of more 
valun than many sparrows!" in TOUT 
own sight and in God's sight. Then he

Bloomington, Ini. Fob. 20.—Interesting 


data, which place the- students from the 
farm in an enviable position, have been 
gathered by Prof. David Rothrock, co- 
head of tha department of mathematics 
at Indiana university. 
Ihirinjj the last 


term a record of the parentage of the 2.V1 
students enrolled in mathematics was 
kept by Prof. Rothrock, and the results 
of this show the, farmers to excel. 


The class was divided according to pa- 


rentage into three divisions- those wlvse 
fathers were farmers, those whose fath 
ers wern. professional men und n. 
laneous class composed 
fathers were engaged i 
commercial work. Thn iirrt class con 
posed 29 per cent, of the -2.'iu: the se-v>n 
class I.T per cent., and the third 68 pe 
eenr. The students frnm tlie farm prove 
themselves much the letter students i 
mathematics, making an average of ?2. 
per cent, nn thn final examinations, a 
compared with 74.5 per cnnt. for the sec

must, equally good averages on the he 
ginning examinations, but fell low in 
mid-term and finished only slightly bet 
tcr on the finnl examinations. 


Farmers Are "Stickers.1 


Xot only did the farmers excel in thei 


finnl examination average, but 'i7 r 
cent, of them made either A's or It's, nnh 
T per cent, failed and none withdrew from 
the course after starting. Those, student 
whose father arc professional.men ha', 
only 33 per cent, of their number to mnk< 
A's or B.'. 13.4 per cent, to fail, and mm 
to withdraw, whereas the last class hai 
also 33 per cent, to make A's or B's. I" 
per cent, to fail, and 1* per cent, to will 
draw from the course. 
This lar-t fac 


would seem to indicate that the students 
whose fathers arw engaged in commcrcia 
work of some description am more shifty 
and readjust themselves to circumstance 
more quickly, but have not, the stabilit 
of the farmer students. 


Tho average ago of tho 
beginninj, 


mathematics student was found to bo 1! 
years plus, and that of thn farmer class 
fibout 20 years. That age has nothing t 
do with the grades, however, was shown 
conclusively by the fact that a rccon, 
of all the students under 19 years of age 
and those of more than 19 years showct 
tho avirnge of all.the younger students 
as 80 per cent, on tb« final examinations 
whereas the average for those above that 
ago was only 68 por cent. The older etu 
donta seemed to loao ground from tho 
start of tho term, and for tho finals hat 
no recuperative power. 


Rural Students "Concentrate. 
hen asked the cause of the superior- 
ity of the farmer students in mathe- 
matics, Prof. Rothrock said that-he be 
lievcd the rural student could concen- 
trate much better than the urbanito, ant 
wag not distracted by outsidn activities 
as is thn city student; that it was the 
pride of thn rural student *o be pro- 
flcient in the three R's, and that algebra 
was, in a way, an extension of arithmetic 
and finally, that tho former, man <r 
woman, had more energy or «ndurancc, 


rohably duo to tho food eaten. 
One of the most interesting features 


of the data, shows thjrt the women cx- 
callcd the men of the cl:uw. 
The men 


outnumbered the women almost twn tn 
me, and were nnl. as old in years, hut 
.here their superiority stopped. The av- 
-rngn of the women i>n the Unal cxnmin 
ilions was 80 per cent, and that of tlv 
men fiT.fi per cent.

ho superiority of the women only em- 
ihnsizcs what has been proved before. 


What the High Schools Do. 


Thn record of tlm students from tho 


ix largest high schools in thr. slatfl, 
Shortridge and Manual Training high of 
Indianapolis, Evansville, Fort. Wayne and 
the two at Terre Hauta, is above that of 
all the others. The averago of the stu- 
dents from these schools on the final «£- 
aminatinns wns 78 per cent., as against 
a 71 per cent, average for 
nil other 


schools. The schools of tho North Central 
Association of Colleges and Preparatory 
Schools ranked high in that their gradu- 
ates finished with an average of 78 per 
cent, on the final 
examinations 
and 


showed the greatest knowledge of all the 
students on the initial examinations. 


Twenty-live- schools which are' not 


members of this association were tabu- 
lated, and it was found that their stu- 
dents finished of equally high rank. These 
latter schools were schools certified by 
tlie state board of education, however, 
and included such schools aa Richmond 
and Now Albany. 


Prof. Rothrock is attempting to get a 


comparison of the work of the urban and 
the rural students, which will be of value 
in seeing what schools In the state are 
doing the most efficient work, -whence 
their teachers graduate and e. basis on 
which the individual needs of tho stu- 
dents may be ascertained. Later, the, re- 
sults of the work of these same students 
in other branches -will be published.
